It is, therefore, his opinion that no’ 
effort should be-spared in developing 


| scientific efficiency in war, that we | 


may be ready for the next ‘conflict. 
This is the usual ‘arguriént 


There is no doubt that 4 war may 
come; and that it is the part of wis- 
dom to be preparéd. 

The logic breaks down as to the 
method by which we should prepare. 

It is assumed that the best way to 
make the nation safe is to develop ef- 
ficiency in destruction to such a point 
that ‘we may be able to out-kill and 
out-destroy the enemy. 

But that sort of program nevver did 
defend a nation and never will. 

Nations are defended by their 
i hands, by their brains, by their intel- 
ligence; but not by’ ‘force. 

If we would use our brains “and 
sense and devote our energies toward

some plan to settle disputes-otherwise 
than by armies, we should be taking 
the only | means for the prevention of 
War.

citizens, but by disarming all, except 
the policemen, and by strengthening 
the police. _ 

World saftey can only come in the 
way. that city safety ecomes—by 
abandoning- the principle ‘of private 
protection and delegating force to the 
courts and the police.

as for’ one citizen to go heavily arm-
